“In its note of March 22, 1922,

By Bottled Note 


Beaufort, N. C., March 25.—A bot- 
tle containing a-note purporting to be 
signed by an engineer aboard the navy 
collier Cyclops. which disappeared at 
sea in 1917, was picked up today 
northeast of Cape Lookout lighthouse. 
The note stated that a German -sub- 
marine was close by, that all hands 
bad been ordered on board the U-boat 
and chat the ship was then to be 
torpedced. ‘The note was smirched 
with grease and the bottle was stopped 
with a rubber stopper and was cov- 
ered with sea bran. 

The Cyclops was bound from a 
Chilean port for the United States 
with a cargo of nitrates when she dis- 
appeared. An extensive search was 
conducted for her but no trace ever 
was found. It has been generally: 
believed that she went down sudden- 
ly off the Atlantic coast in a heavy 
squall or storm, although no nearby 
ports reported any disturbance at the 
time and no wireless message was re- 
ceived from the vessel indicating any 
trouble

The present method of handling | 
deferred state school warrants, which 
it was claimed in the Berrien trial 
in Fulton superior court, was respon- 
sible for the loss ‘of more than $40,- 
000 through alleged embezzlement of 
R. N. Berrien, Jr.,\ was adopted over 
the protest of State Superintendent of 
Edacation M. L. Brittain in 1915, it 
was learned Saturday from Superin- 
tendent Brittain. 

When the present system was adopt- 
ed in 1915 Superintendent Brittain 
objected to the method on the ground 
that the huge sums of money should 
be handled more by state officials 
than through direct sale of the war- 
rants to highest bidder. Objection of 
Superintendent Brittain was. voiced 
at a conference of mémbers of the 
legislature and leading bankers called 
by Governor Nat EB. Harris tp devise 
a plan for handling the warrants, it 
is declared. 

After hearing the objection of Su-' 
perintendent Brittain, members of the 
conference decided that the present 
method was necessary on account of 
existing state laws.

When re- 
‘assured that she would be there, he 
finally permitted himself to be trans- 
ferred to the smaller craft and brought 
to a hospital here, where another 
woman took up the task of trying to 
pacify his wandering mind. 

Piece by piece during the night and 
day Moore has -revealed the tragic 
story vf his terrible experiences, 
clinging two days and, two nights to 
the wreckage of the loat flying boat. 

Ne Trace of ies. 

No trace had been found tonight | 
of the bodies of Mr. and Mra. August 
Bulte and’ Mr and Mrs Lawrence 
Smith. of Kansas City. and Mrs. J. 
8. Dickson. of Memphis. Tenn., who, 
one by one, gave up their lives as 
the struggle became too much for 
them 

Moore’s statements while aboard 
the tanker were retold today by the 
captain, Charles A. Wachsmuth. 

“T was about 41 miles off the Fast 
Indian inlet.” said Captain ach- | 
semuth. “when just about dusk I 
sighted what appeared to be a human 
fieure feebly waving his arms a. mile 
off the starboard bow. We.drew close 
until we could discern a man¢f who ap- 
neared to be lashed to a spar. We 
hove to. launched a boat. and rowed 
out to the rescue. A heavy sea was 
running and it was no easy task, but, 
after cunsiderable difficulty,.we man- 
aged he! get him aboard.

Physicians Seasick.

In fact, 
so sick did the physicians become that 
when the tanker*was finally located 
about 24 miles north of Miami- and 
about 12 miles out in the galf stream, 
they were almost as badly in need of 
attention as the injured pilet.

That Georgia may complete a sys- 
tem of’ good roads second to none 
throughout the entire country and in 
doing. so receive aid fram the govern- 
ment equal to its own expenditures, 
a proposed bond issue of $75,000,000 
to be retired in 30 years is«to be 
brought ,up for. consideration at the 
next session of the Georgia legisla- 
ture, 


The Georgia state highway depart- 
ment has mapped out a complete sys- 
tem of roads which links every coun- 
ty seat-in the state. There is not 
a county in Georgia that is not pro- 
vided for in an equitable manner ‘with 
every other county, in so far as road 
mileage goes, in the state system of 
5,500 miles of roadway, but the high- 
way department cannot build this 
system without funds, it is pointed 
out, nor ¢an many of the counties 
float bonds to match federal~ funds. 

The state highway department has, 
with its limited income, succeeded in 
building approximately 1,400 miles of 
roadway and 40,000. lintal feet of 
bridges in Georgia, but there remains 
in addition 4,100 miles of bad roads 
in the state system, which the act of 

1921 requires the state to maintain 
out of the automobile license fees, in- 
asmuch as the state is required to 
keep up both the good and the bad 
state roads. ‘ 

State Fund Necessary. 

The act of 1021 makes it impeéra- 
tive that a state road-buiiding iund 
sufficient to match federal aid ap- 
propriation, which this year wil 
amount to about $2,700,000 for Geor- 
gia, be provided within thr'ee years or 
the state wiil forfeit participation in 
federal funds, Consequently, in order 
to obtain federal aid in building the 
proposed system of state highways 
it is necessary for Georgia to raise 
funds now or never, that a complete 
system of good roads may be had 
in this state. 

Recognizing the handicap suffered

Washington, Mareh 25.—(By Con- 
etitution Leased Wire.)—According to 
information emanating from the com- 
mittee om roads of the house today, 
Georgia will suffer a materia! setback 
in her next year’s program for im- 
provement of public highways, in that 
federal aid through appropriations 
will be greatly lessened. 

Judge W. W. Larsen, of Georgia, 
who is a member of the roads com- 
mittee, gave out the statement that at 
a meeting of that body during the 
day Chairman Dunn, republican, of 
New York, recsmmended a three-year 
program of $40,000,000, .$50,000,000 
und $60,000,000 appropriation for the 
three succeeding years, respectively. 
‘the present appropriation on the sub- 
rect is $75,000,000 annually, and Geor- 
gia’s allotment under the fund is ap- 
»roximately $1 097,072 for the fiscal 

ear. 
. It is pointed out that if even a 
recommendation of $50,000,000 is 
made, the state will lose approximate- 
ly one-third of the present sums avail- 
wbie from the federal government. This 
reduction, it is said, will act to hinder 
present highway improvements 
Georgia, and may influenee the coming 
jegiSlature in acting upon pending leg- 
wlation caHing for a bond issue to 
match allowance under the $75,000,000 
fund, which will be increased to $150,- 
000,000 in 1923 

Neel Urges Increase. 

Significant a: this time is a tele- 
gram received by Judge Larsen today 
from W. R. Neel, state highway en- 
gineer, calling upon the state delega- 
tion to use all influence possible in 
having the available federal sum in- 
vreased, explaining that the state 
would be in position to utilize its full 
quota of.a $150,000,000 appropriation 
by the following year, In his tele- 
gram Mr. Neel mentioned the great 
progress that Las been made by the 
jocal highway commission on road con- 
struction, which, according to official 
tigures, has placed Georgia among the 
awelve most progressive states in the 
union in this line. 

On behalf of the entire delegation, 
Congressman Larsen assured him in 
reply that every effort would be made 
for the maintenance of the present 
fund. 3 
’ From the attitude taken by Chair- 
man Dunn of the committee, how- 
ever, it is thought that a bill will be 
yrought out naming the reduced. pro- 
gram mentioned. The chairman an- 
mounced that he would select a sub- 
committee of five from the body, 
whose purpose it would be to investi- 
gate factors involved and repore back 
recommendations. Members of the 
committee have pointed out that nat- 
urally Representative Dunn’s selec- 
tion would be made from those mem- 
ers sharing his viewpoint. on the sub- 
ject. 

President Favors Increase. 

At a conferez:ce held between Presi- 
cent Harding and house leaders re- 
cently, the chiet executive is said to 
“have expressed himself as favoring a 
light increase over that which is 
~roposed by Mr. Dann. The president 
4s said to be ir. favor of $50,000,000 
for the first year, $60,000,000 for the 
‘second year and $75,000,000, the pres- 
ent amount, for the third. This kind 
of bill is also thought to be favored 
by a number of republicans of the 
chouse, as well as the senate, before 
‘whom the measure will have to be sub- 
mitted before b®coming law. 

Democratic advocates of increased 
‘federal aid to the states in the enter- 
prise have made the assertion that the 
administration would be held respon- 
sible for any attempt to force back- 
ward steps in what might otherwise 
be constructive legislation. Even 
though the. majority, of house repub- 
‘licans are thought to be willing to 
vote in favor of a reduction of state 
roads funds for the purpose of play- 
ing up the lessened total expenditures 
cf the party, demoerats believe that 
there will be enough of the progressive 
‘middle western element sharing their 
views to put the. increaseco program 
ever, or to at least continue the cur- 
i1ent legislation. 

With reference to the state end of 
it, Georgia representatives are taking 
a decided interest in the outcome, be- 
‘cause Georgia is listed as one of the 
few states in the union which has been 
sble to secure the full benefits of the 
plan through its having complied with 
regulations requiring an equal amount 
being provided by local bond issues.

Work of Dr. K. G. Matheson, ce 
tiring president of the Georgia School 


of Technology, which is declared to 
be unequalled by the record of the 


head of any similar institution in 
the United States, is exhaustively re- 
viewed by a committee of the board 
of trustees as its final tribute to 


the famous Georgia educator on bis 
departure to accept the presidency of 
Drexel institute, Philadeiphia. 

It is pointed out tbat in his 16 
years of service to Tech, the schoo! 
bas grown in enrollment from 501 to} 
more than 3,000, and that limited 
facilities at the institution alone pre- | 
vent this number from growing lar- 
ger. 

At the same time, the board de- 
clares that the school has grown 
proportionately in the character of 
work accomplished to the point where 
it stands second to perhaps but one 
engineering school in the nation. 

pite years of lack of legisla- 
tive co-operation, it is declared, 
through the energy of Dr, Matheson 
and the good will for the school which 
he has established with the public, 
eons Tech has increased its land, 
buildings arid equipment, until it has 
actually brought to the state of Geor- 
gia more money than the state has 
paid for its maintenance, 


Report in Part. 

The report in part follows: 

“The determination of the presi- 
dent to leave the institution over 
which he has presided for the past 
16 years with so much success, has 
caused infinite sorrow to the board of 
trustees. This is not so much on 
account of the difficulty which will 
be met with in finding a successor, 
but because of the high appreciation 
that the board feele for the man and 
his work. No doubt can exist that 
very few ee engaged in educa- 
tional work, coming to the head of 
the institution at the present time, 
would find it possible to take up the 
work and carry it forward at all 
points as he has done. 

“Dr. Matheson was elected first as 
chairman of the faculty, following the 
death of the lamented Dr. Hall, Au- 
gust 16, 1905. After managing the 
school for one year, Dr. Matheson 
was elevated to the presidency in 
June, 1906, and has held the same 
continuously to the present time. 

“When he came to the head the 
progress of the school had already 
commenced to make itself felt in edu- 
cational circles. While it needed 
advertising, yet its work was becom- 
ing known to the people at large, so 
that more of our citizens were turn- 
ing their attention to this kind of 
education. Yet the literary schools 
still continued largely to absorb the 
attention and command the patronage 
of the public. This had been especial- 
ly so during the incumbency of Dr, 
Hopkins. Dr. Hall carried the name 
of the institution outside of Geor- 
gia, raising the attendance from 124 
to 501, yet the field was narrow 
and the purpose of the school -largeiy 
misunderstood. Stricken down in the 
dawn of his triumph, Ae left the work 
to be continued by Dr. Matheson. For 
perhaps a year, the death of Dr. Hall 
retarded the progress, of the institu- 
tion, but after 1906 there began a 
heavy and steady advance in the stu-

“Besides all this, it is believed a 
large portion of the legislature was 
apparently hostile to higher edtica- 
tion and the consequence was that a 
cut iw the appropriations for these in- 
stitutions resulted as a compromise 
all along the line, ;It is not believed 
that such another result will ever oc- 
cur in the history of the state. 


Advancement of School. 

“It might not be inappropriate 
to notice briefly some of the principal 
advances made by the institution un- 
der Dr, Matheson’s supervision, They 
are due almost entirely to’ his sug 
gestion or influence. 

“In 1905, when he came to the 
head of the school, the facolty, with 
the ordinary attaches, such as stenog- 
a etc., numbered about 40. In 
1921 thie number had reached 195, 
and it is possibly ‘still inadequate 
to provide, along former lines, for 
the efficient instruction of the large 
student body that throngs the cai- 
pus. ‘ 

“When Dr. Matheson took charge, 
students enrolled amounted to 601 
This enrollment has grown steadily 
from year to year, until it has reached 
more than 3, in number, It would 
go much higher if the facilities of 
the school would permit, and- this, 
too, without the usual resort to ad- 
vertising. _While the numbers thus 
increased, the character of the stu- 
dent body for study and morals _im- 
proved at the same time. So marked 
was this improvement that today it 
is hazarding little to claim that no 
more splendid aggregation of young 
men of like number ever stood up on 
a college campus in the Americaa 
union. 

“The income of the school when 
Dr. Matheson took charge, including 
the fees from all sources, amounted ' 
to $62,522 per annum, At this time, 
nothwithstanding the legislature’s re 
ducfion of maintenance, it ‘exceeds 
£350,000 per annum. The legislative 
appropriations for maintenance hefore | 
the present year had reached $125,000 
per annum. This was reduced by 10 
per cent for the present year, but

Increases Range 
Of Receiving Set 


How to Hear Radio Services 
From Longer Distances 
on Small Set. 


In order to increase the range and 
sensitiveness of-a small receiving set, 
the addition of a vacuum tube or Au- 
dion detector is recommended. The 
cost will come to about $25 complete, 
with the neeessary storage battery. 
The use of the ordinary dry ceH is 
not recommended, as its life is very 
short for this work. It will be much 
cheaper to spend a few dollars now 
by purchasing the storage. battery 
than to wait and have to buy several 
dry cells at frequent intervals. 

The following apparatus will have 
to be purchased: One vacuum tube 
(be sure you get a detector bulb and 
not an amplifier), one rheostat for 
the tube. secket fer the tube, grid 


leak and condenser, small B ‘battery, 
and a storage battery giving six volts. 
When purchasing the latter get one 
having at least forty-ampere-hour ‘ca- 
pacity, as anything smaller will cause 
a lot. of trouble by having te be re- 
charged frequently. The higher the 
ampere-hour capacity the less often 
the battery will have to be recharged. 


The variable condenser marked 1 
should be of about .005 microfarads 
capacity and is used to tune the cir- 
cuit. The grid leak and condenser 
shown at 2 is of the small paper. va 
riety and may he purcha at any 
of the radio stores. Whe twenty-two- 
and-a-half-volt B battery is shown at.

RADIO CONCERTS 


How. Far Music Travels 


by Wireless Determined | 


by Receiving Sets—Bat- 
tery Important Factor. 


According to an executive of one of 
the companies most extersively inter- 
ested in the new art of giving enter- 
tainment, instruction and news by 
means of the wireless telephone, one 
of the commonest of questions ‘is, 
“Over how great a distance can this 
music be heard?’ .

“We all adnit,” said this experi-|- 


enced radio man, “‘that there is much 
we do not know about radio telepho- 
ny, and the distance our concerts trav- 
el without becoming inaudible is one 
of them.” 

It is.a good deal the same as.if you 
were to stand on the edge of a large 
and very still ‘pond and toss a small 
7ebble out into ihe middle. You could 
see quite plain'y that there was @ 
circle of waves surrounding the spot 
where the pebble struck. You could 


also see that at the edges of the pond 


there were no waves perceptible. But 
you could-not. pick out any particular 
spot and say, “On this: side there are 
waves visible, and otr the other side 
hey are not visible.” 

There is much the same situation 
in receiving wireless messages witb 
this ‘important difference—the_ dis- 
tance at which messages are audible 
depends to a great extent on the sen- 
-itiveness of the receiving instrument. 
Because of this fact a concert entire- 
iy inaudible on one receiving. set 
might be very clearly heard by an- 
other. 

For example, the concerts sent. out 
from WGM are quite plainly heard 
hy some radio amateurs in Cleveland, 
Ohio, and not Leard at all by others. 

While part oi the difference is due 
to ‘the different “hook-ups” used, the 
degree of amplifications employed and 
the sensitiveness of the phones, a great 
deal of it is in the battezies employed 
to supply. current to the set 

Because of the great importance of 
the battery in this field there: have 
been special types\of batteries built, 
which are as different from the or- 
dinary automobile: storage battery as

“You .know” he said, “we make 
most of our own diseases, That ia, 
most of our diseases are communi- 
cable. and are carried from one to 
enother almost entirely hy human he- 
‘nes; they do not come from the out- 
side. In view of that fact. hyzienic 
modes of living are highly important 
to prevent infection and to prevent 
spread of contagion.” 

Dr Kennedy said that fortnnately 
Atlanta has not heen herd hit by 
the inflnenza sweening the country 
nt present. It has taken a very mild 
form here for the most part. he aati. 
hoving caused but a comparatively 
slight increase in the death rate.

“BACK TO NORMAL” 
BY PARK ROUTE 


Washington, March 25,—Approxi- 
mately $500,000,000 is headed toward 
the ets of American farmers in 
the next few months for rk and 
corn if the consumption o 


pork continues throughout the year 


to inerease as it did in 1921. 

Consumption of pork, exclusive of 
lard, is now 72.8 pounds per capita 
in the United States, according to the 
department of agriculture. Consump- 
tion increased 3.9 pounds per capita 
in 1921. Since 1919 there has been 
an increase of 5.7 pounds per capita 
in consumption. Of other meats the 
nation hag been partaking more — 
ingly. In 1908 consumption was 55.4 
pounds ed capita. By 1919, however, 
it had dropped te 67.1 pounds. The 
increased coffsumption since that time 
is what inclines officials to the belicf 
that big cash reward for farmers is 
in sight. 

The nation now is eating 100,000,- 
000 pounds of pork more than in 
1908, -when the per capita consump- 
tion was ‘highest in history. The to- 
tal consumption at present is of record 
amount, but the per capita eonsump- 
tion is comparatively low. 

For beef the per capita consump- 
tion is 57.7-pounds. The consump- 
tion of veal is eight pounds and that 
of mutton and ‘amb 6.3 pounds. 

Consumption of all meats is 144.8 
pounds per capita. In. 1920 it wes 
144.0 pounds and in 1919 138.4, 
That was the lowest mark in history 
except the war year of 1917, which is 
considered abnormal because of the 
conservation campaign. The highest 
per capita cohsumrption was in 1908, 
when it reached 170.9 pounds.

TRADE CONDITIONS 
APPROACH NORMAL 
AS FARMER. GAINS 


Washington, .March 25.—Business 
is gradually approaching normal, ac- 
cording to the department of com- 
merce. While the favorable move- 
mept has not been evenly distributed, 
improvement in industries that ‘“‘con- 
stitute. the backbone of American 
business” has been very marked over 
conditions of a few months ago. 

The outstanding change in recent 
weeks, the depariment’s report said, 
has been the suopstantial increase in 
prices ot agricultcral products, with 
the exception of tobacco, in Febru- 
ary over January. Compared with 
December last, improvement has been 
still more marked. 

In the principe! food commodities 
the following notable increases have 
occurred: . Hogs, 46 per cent in two 
months; sheep and lambs, from 40 
to 70 per cent; wheat and corn, 20 
per .cent; wool, 28 per cent, with cat- 
tle and minor cereals showing sub- 
stantial gains. C<tton, while slightly 
higher than in January, was stil) be- 
low the price in the last quarter of 
1921. 
Production of pig iron in February 
amounted to 1,630,000 tons, compare 
with 1,639,000 tons the previous 
month and 1,937,000 in February a 
year ago. Steel ingot production in 
February exceeded 2,000,000 tons’ for 
the first time in months, but prices 
of iron and steel, in common with all 
metals, declined last month and many

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Short Story of Atlanta’s 


Great Baking Industry 


BY CRADDOCK GORNS. 


Atlanta is the leading bakery city 
of the south. ere are seven large 
bakery plants doing business in this 
city besides 23 smalier ones, They 
supply Atlanta and the surrounding 
country with a product that can not 
be surpassed for quality in any city 
in the country. They represent an in- 
itial investment of several hundred 
thousand dollars and the weekly pay 
rolls add thousands to the city’s gen- 
eral business revenue. The output of 
these great plants makes the bread 
trade an important link in Atlanta’s 
industries. 

Approximately 1,000 people are em- 
ployed by these concerns, either as 
executives, salesmen, drivers or fac- 
tory operatives. 


The growth of Atlanta’s bakery in- 
dustry has been in keeping with the 
wide progress in the science of bread 

roduction that has swept the country 
in the last few decades. It was com- 

aratively a few years ago that too 
ittle recognition was given this in- 
dustry’s importance to human welfare. 
Bread was baked in cellars, small, 
dingy backrooms, and in many cities, 
under very insanitary conditions. 

Just how far it has advanced in 
recent years is indictaed by the crisp, 
wholesome loaves now offered At- 
lantans in hundreds of downtown gro- 
ceries and bake shops. In 1920, the 
industry had risen for virtual ob- 
scurity to the position of seventh 
among important American trade pur- 
suits. The following year, in spite of 
continued advancement, it was passed 
by two other industries that were car- 
ried forward by abnormal conditions 
in the steel industry. That year it 
was ranked ninth.

City’s Good Standing. 

Touching, as it does, so vitally upon 
human livinig conditions, authorities 
have put ‘forth intersive efforts to- 
ward upholding and advancing the 
purity of commercial bread.

On a previous occasion, in this cor- 
respondence, attertion was directed to 
the widespread interest, which obtains 
at home and ouside the state, in corn

els of corn a year. On a basis of the 
general average population of the 
state 1912-1920, say 1912-1916-1920, 
2,149,619, our average per capita pro- 
duction was 29.7 bushels. ut, our 
general average yield per acre, the 10 
years, was only 14.8 bushels. See? 
In 1919, we ranked Number 15 in 
the United States. In the cotton 
states we ranked Number 3. In 1920 
and 1921, we stood sixteenth in the 
United States anu fourth in the cot- 
ten states in tota) production. 
Why We Buy Corn. — 

And we buy corn which is produced 

in Tennessee and in a number of 
the great corn states of the west? 
Yes. There is a good reason for this. 
Suppose we look into the situation 
a moment or two: * 
_ Taking the griup of years, by which 
we averaged our population, 1912-16 
and °20, let’s see about the quantity 
of corn required to feed our people, 
and our horses, mules and swine which 
are on farms, one year. A “ration” 
of meal per week for a person is one | 
peck; horses and mules each seven 
and a half bushcis of corn a-month; 
swine, two and a half bushels of corn 
a month. You will find that the peo- 
ple, to whon, the peck of meal a week 
would be issued, so to speak, would 
number 2,149,619 The horses and 
mules which wouid require corn, or 
oats and cofn, would number 452,400, 
and the swine, 2,537,000. To supply 
the meal to the people and the corn 
and oats to the hcrses and the mules, 
and corn to the swine, would require 
144,772,000 bushels all told.~ We pro- 
duced during. the ten years, used for 
purposes of illustration, an annual 
average of 64,010,800 bushels of corn | 
und 10,310,500 buskels of oats—a to- 
tal of 74,321,000 bushels. Deduct that 
total from the required 144,772,000 
bushels. you would have a deficit or 
want of 70,450.700 bushels which, of 
course, must be purchased outside the 
state, 

If we bring the figures down’ to 
1921—using current and authorized 
statietics—we find that the requisite | 
number of bushels of corn and oats 
was 176,066,000, and that we pro- 
duced 69,975,000 bushels of corn and 
8.652.000 bushels of oats—a total of 
78,627.000 bushels which, compared 
with the quantity necessary, shows a

It is an adage founded on the fact that im t market operators 
always allow in advance for strike possibilities and are not sellers but 
buyers when strikes aré announced;-knowing that the first sign of the 
ending of it always results in quick rallies. 

Another news development 6f some importance was the taking up 
by the house of the soldier bonus, but this also was disregarded by the 
larger operators who figure on defeat for the measure either in the 
senate or by the president’s veto. The reduction of an impo t rail- 
road dividend was another factor. Offsetting them, however, were a 
number of news items of a more permanent nature, of which the most 
important were the lowering of time money rates and the advances in 
steel prices, also news from a number of different industries to the 
effect that orders are increasing and prices tending higher. 

While prices tended to give ground under pressure, during the 
wave of selling that were seen in the mst week they did so in an orderly 
manner and there was evidence that important interests were the 
buyers at the lower levels.

Two Meanings. | 

This means two things. First, that 
no real distribution«has taken place

There is ample reasons 
for higher prices before very long. 

In the first place, it is normal for 
there to be strength in the months 
of April and May, when business is 
always feeling the effects of the spring 
revival in buying and when money 
is usually plentiful at low loaning 
rates.

Christened Joseph Carrora, Dundee’s First 
Manager Picks Scotch Name—Keeps 
Skill and Speed Always. 


BY ROBERT EDGREN. 
Johnny Dundee has had one of the 
most remarkable careers known to 
the ring. The number of his battles 
runs into the hundreds. For several 


years, fight fans have been watching 


im and waiting for him to “erack,” 
but he has gone on with undiminish- 
ing vigor while nearly all of the 
youngsters who started with him 
years ago are out of the same profes- 
sion entirely. Dundee has been box- 
ing continuously for thirteen years. 
He began when he was sixteen. 


 Dundee’s right ‘name is Josegb 

Carrora. He was born at Sharkai, 
Italy, November 22, i893. He is five 
feet four and a half inches tall, and 
weighs 130 pounds. Although this is 
his top weight, and he has only grad- 
ually come up from the featherweight 
class during several years, he has 
fought all the best lightweights, as 
_— as he could get matches witb 
them. 


When Johnny was 16 years old, his 
father, the elder Carrora. wanted 
John to go into business with him in 
a fish market in New York; but John- 
ny couldn’t see business. He thought 
boxing would pay more. And he was 
right. As a fighter he has cleaned 
up a fortune running into several 
hundred thousand dollars. As a fish 
merchant he might have accumulated 
a bunch of debts. 


Joseph Carrora started out with a 
manager of about his own age, Scotty 
Montieth, a real Scotchman. It was 
Scotty, who gave young Carrora_ the 
Scotch name, Johnny Dundee. Like 
most Italians, Johnny thought - he 
ought to adopt an Irish fighting name 
—something like Kelly or Sullivan. 
But Montieth, whose Highland an- 
eestors swung a méan claymore and 
fought the English on many a bloody 
field, refused to consider any but a 
Seotch name for a fighting map. 

Of Unequalled Energy. 

Having named Dundee, Montieth 
began to spend all his spare time 
nround the newspaper offices in New 
York telling the sporting editors what 
a great little fighter Dundee was. He 
bad @ pet name for Dundee. He 
called him the “Scotch Wop.” Night 
after night, Montieth used to come 
into my office and talk about his 
fighting “Scotch Wop,” until I grew 
weary of hearing Dundee’s name, and 
hoped someone would wallop him and 
stop Montieth’s eternal boosting. 
Then, as Dundee made good in 
fight after fight, meeting the best 


* men in his class and attacking them 


all with the same dauntless audacity. 
like all the rest of the — sporting 
writers I began. to. see Dundee fight 
and reoted for: aim.to win. 
* There was something about Dun- 
r dee's fighting. that made everyone 
fancy bina. e wasn’t afraid of any- 
body. From the start, they all 
looked alike to Dundee. He didn’t 
care whether they were wallopers or 
fancy boxers. He met them all in 
the same way, and if he didn’t whip 
them he at least gave them a mighty 
exciting evening. 
_In a good many years following 
ring events I never saw another fight- 
er with Johnny Dundee’s . endiess 
store of energy. Ffom the start he 
had an unusual fighting style—one 
that seemed likely tc burn him out 
in two or three years. He danced 
about constantly—always in motion, 
and was usually going ahead. 
' His dancing steps weren't’ to the 
rear, aS With’ most dancing boxers. 
Dundee was a fighter. He had a cv- 
rious trick of crouching low and mov- 
ing in with his jaw unprotected to 
draw the enemy’s fire. 
No Sign of Cracking. 

He had a quick eye. As soon as a 
blow started for his jaw he'd. drop 
his head a trifle lower. or moved for. 
ward and a little to one side instead 
of pulling back in the orthodox way. 
This made his rival miss, and left

It was a puzzling manoeuver, and 
fooled them all. Even some of the 
greatest boxers in the country. know- 
ing all about Dumdee’s. bobbing, 
tantelizing style. practicing ways tv 
get him, were unable to catch him 
squarely with a damaging punch. And 
when Dundee was hit. hard on the 
chin he only fought twice as fast and 
hit twice as often in the flurry that 
followed. | 

With his tireless, constant move- 
ment in every fight, it seemed Dundee 
must burn up that speed and vitality 
_ of his, just as a sprinter runs himself 
out by entering too many races. Five 

years ago I was watching Dundee for 
some sign of cracking. He hasn’t 
shown it yet. 

In 1917 it looked as if at last Dun- 
dee had begun to slip, when Willie 
Jackson caught Lim with a right-hand 
smash flush on the chin in the first 
round and knocked him out, cold. 

But to the astonishment of all the 
fight followers in the. east. Dundee 
ame right back without the slight- 
est impairment of his confident spirit 
‘and won a row of battles. He fought 
~ Jackson and tore into him liké a wild- 
eat for ten-rounds outfighting him all 
the way—and met Jackson several 
times afterward with fairly consistent 
success,

In 1915, Dundee went harder still, 
fighting such men as Azevedo, Matt 
Wells, Joe Mandot, Jimmy Duff, Ben- 
ny Leonard, Cross, Rivers, Mitchell 
and Champion Willie Ritchie. 


Duandee’s Tactics. 


Willie Ritche was a great fighter, 
a plunging, aggressive. fellow who 
up. Before fighting 
Dundee, Ritchie told me that he had 
made an. especial study of Dundee’s 
trick of bobbing in under punches, ex- 
posing his chin and making his oppon- 
ent miss, and that he would hit at 
Dundee’s chin at every chance, and 
land on it, too. He was confident of 
stopping the Italian. 

In the fight, Ritchie pressed Dun- 
dee hard and ripped at him with every 
punch he had, but toward the end 
even 
head as Dundee bobbed under his 
well meant leads and came up inside, 
fighting like a: wildcat. After’ the 


‘fight, Ritchie said it would be a long 


time before anyene caught Dundee 
with a damaging punch. 

And it was. Even clever Benny 
Leonard, in several hard fights with 
Dundee, has beer unable to do it. 
Terry McGovern, Chaney, Lew Tend- 
Jer, and a score of other hard hitters 
have failed to malge a dent in Dundee. 
In the past two years Dundee has 
fough lightweight Champion Benny 
Leonard half a cozen times, and Wil- 
lie Jackson more than that, besides a 
great number of other slugging light- 
weight “contenders,” and he hasn’t 
shown a sign yet of losing either his 
speed or his endless store of stamina. 
Dundee has quite a lot of boxing skill, 


‘but his speed and strength and aggres- 


siveness account for most of his ring 
success. 

Last year, he won the “junior light- 
weight champioaship’—a new class 
invented for Dundee and a lot of other 
little fellows whu were a few pounds 
within the lightweight limit—by tak- 
ing a decision cver George Chaney 
on a foul. It looks as if Dundee can 
defend that title for several years to 
come.

The sand on the greens is*kept 
smooth “by dragging once or twice a 
day, amd about once a week the greens 
are oiled, this last treatment keeping 
them in wonderful shape. 

For practically one year the Pied- 
mont course has .been tern up and 
temporary greens have been used and 
today the newly-planted grass greens 
‘or the temporary greens can be putted 
on only with a mashie niblic with any- 
thing like aceuracy. 

Had sand greetis been built on. this 
course and then proper care taken. of 
them this course would have a larger 
list of players than any other in the 
south.

and win the other, as Sir Barton trav- 
eled east after having won the 1919 
renewal of the derby to whip Eter- 
nal, then the most formidable of his 


d-year-old rivals, in the succeeding 
Preakness revival at Pimlico, and this 
contretemps is generally disappoint- 
ing. The racing fraternity likes to 
see champion 3-year-olds—none other 
than a colt or a filly of championship 
quality can win either a Kentucky 
derby or a Preakness renewal these 
days—compete in as many of the 

reat 3-year old specials as possible. 

ratte pe * had hoped that the diree- 
tors of Pimlico racing might have 
fixed for the renewal of the Preak- 
ness a’day at least a week ahead of 
the date selected for the revival of the 
derby. The Preakness, a dash of one 
mile and a furlong, is the shorter race. 
Th detby is a gallop of on mile and 
a quarter. In the nature of’ thi 
the shorter of the two’ yaces should 
be decided first. But, unless the 
sophisticated are wrong in their cal- 
culations, the derby will suffer least 
in consequence of this umnecessary 
competition for the 3-year-old talent 
of early spring racing, 

Increase Starting Fee. 

The determination of the directorate 
of the Kentucky Jockey club to re- 
duce by half the rewards of the sec- 
ond, third and fourth horses. at, the 
finish of the derby and to increase 
500, all in the 
interest of the winner, will enhance 
the value of this season's derby to the 
successful competitor from 000 to 
$10,000 as compared with the value 
of last season’s race to Edward RK. 
Bradiey’s Behave Yourself, . This 
will bring the winner’s share up to 
$50,000, or thereabout, and make the 
derby as valuable as the richest event 
of American racing. 

The derby renewal will attract the 
mest considerable of the eastern juve- 
nile winners of last season, along with 
the most formidable of the colts, fil-. 
hes. and .geldings that did their rac- 
ing in the west—Morvich, the un 
beaten winner of $155,000; Bunting, 
winner of the Belmont Park futirity ; 
Kai Sang, winner of the Eastview 
and United States Hotel stakes; Mfe 
sionary, winner of the Manor handi- 
cap; Marble, winner of the Ear! Grey 
cup; Lucky Hour ete.—which are now 
the. most sought-for candidates in the 
future betting because of its weight 
conditions. 

The Kentucky derby, since last year, 
is strictly a weight for age race, ts 
and gddings that compete in it must 
shoulder 126 pounds upiece. Fillies 
must pack 121. Al) starters begin 
with a clean slate. None is pena 
for either 2-year-old or early 3-year-.

-A horse incapable of pack- 
ing scale weight has no business in a 
50,000 race. The Preakness, on the

One great foot is placed on the neck of two 
naked women, prone on the ground, and the gesture of the man is 
a beckoning forward from the degrading influence of the females, which 
influence he is crushing under foot. 

The absurdity.of the sculptor’s conception would almost make-one 
laugh, if the insolence of the thing did not overshadow the absurdity. 


“he statue is bronze. 


The idea might better be called brazen. 


The 


most obvious retort to the suggestion in the sculptor’s idea is that no 
female, whatever the prevailing virtue of a male citizenry anywhere, 


can be vicious all by herself, 


A more serious consideration of this threatened monument to the 
egotism of masculine monopoly of virtue must start with the question: 


What is civic virtue? 


Can it be built any longer, or was it ever built, on the double 


standard of morals? 


For certainly the statue would suggest, either 


that morality in a man’s private life is not essential to his virtue as a 
citizen, or that a contract of sin can involve the woman alone. 


Both surmises are untenable. 
at the same time immoral in any 
parties to make a contract. 


A man cannot be a moral man and 
relation of life.

fellow the conduct of public affairs which involve the health and general 


welfare of the whole citizenry and 
the future?

Charity and brotherly love may be questioned as a civic obliga- 


tion, but, in truth can we question it? 


There are those who would 


put God out of public life, and there are others who would question 
the fitness of one element or another of the God-loving and the God- 
fearing from participation in the rights and privileges of citizenship. 
But, after all, our country was founded for freedom. We still maintain 
on our national coat-of-arms our trust, in God, and He said that 
“the greatest of all the commandments is this, that thou shalt lov 


thy neighbor as thyself.” 


Finally, civic virtue, like all other virtue, is a positive practice. 
It is not merely refraining from sin against one’s government, whether 


local, state or national. 


It means holding up the hands of government. 


All these things must be embodied in any true expression through 
art of civic virtue, which is no matter of mere brawn and vaunted 


negation of evil.

Library and Drama Related vat 
In Miss Bowman's Work 


The romance of books and drama, 
the personality of Tony Sarg, and a 
peep into the Bohemia of Washington 
syuure are delightfully touched upon 
in a recent letter from an Atlantan 
in New York. The letter, a personal 
one, but so individual in style and 
universal in interest as to afford 
irresistible temptation to publish it. 

Miss Virginia Bowman, who gave 
up her work a year ago as assistant 
to the head of the children’s depart- 
ment. New York public library sys- 
tem, is in New York for three months 
to substitute in an emergency in ad- 
visofy work in the children’s depart- , 
ment of all of New York’s great chain | 
of public libraries. 

“At one of our libraries,” writes 
Miss Bowman, “we are co-operating 
with the New York Drama League— 
putting on an exhibition of the ama- 
teur stage the last week in March. 
There are to be practical talks and 
demonstrations in the afternoons and 
evenings. and an exhibit of stage 
models, original sketches and ideas 
for costumes, and samples of mate- 
rials, together with a collection of 
books on the subject. The library is 
furnishing the books—plays recom- 
mended for young people and ama- 
teurs, and books on jroduction for 
the amateur stage. It falls to me to 
make an exhibit of these books that 
will vie in interest and color with the 
remarkable display already sent from 
the drama league. 

“To this end I visited Tony Sarg 
this morning. Atop the bus to Ninth 
strect.. where, in a conservative look- 
ing, old-time house, he has his stu- 


io. 
“You walk up two or three steps 
from the street into a white vestibule. 
where on the door you read a smal) 
placard painted in bright colors tell- 
ing you that Tony is there. Then 
you choose between an electric but- 
‘on and an old brass knocker. With 
memories of “The Rose and the Ring.” 
1 rattled the knocker, and after a 
time a young brown-eyed Italian boy 
in a blue smock opened the door, The 
rest was magic—a glimpse of a toy 
workshop in the, back room -as I 
mounted the curving stairway to the 
second floor, where Mr. Sarg was 
discovered bending over his drawing 
board before a big front window. 


Real Bohemia. 


“F cannot convey to you the brigh! 
and happy atmosphere of the whole 
place. Everybody is busy at some- 
shing. which you know he or she loves 
to do—that is ‘the secret. 

“Mr, Sarg is a large man. Some- 
bow I had pictured him small” (evi- 
dently Miss Bowman has never seen 
h:im step like a giant before his pup- 
pet stage) “and-extremely cordial. 
The method of approaching him had 
been chasing through my mind, but 
it was proved no problem at all, and 
he has a sense of humor that is a 
delight 

“At the mention of the library, he 
started and ‘seemed to remember com- 


\mitting himself.’ as he said, ‘to some- 


thinge—now what was it? 

“Tt was nothing less than te speak 
at the library one evening during 
}rama week. His secretary produced 
this fact from the calendar, and with 
a broad smile Tony remembered. 
think he knew all along, but it was a 
vice bit of play acting. However, 
quite seriously he had forgotten his 
subject. When I told him the ‘Use 
of Marionettes in Dramatics’ he gave 
a ‘light touch of his brush to the 
poster on his board. and, with a grand 
dismissal of any concern he might 
have felt a moment before. he 
shrugeed. “The subject is a broad 
one and such that I do not have to 
prermre my talk beforehand.’ 

“He is a very busy man. but took. 


time to hear me out and I got the

loan of no other than Prince Giglio. 
hero of ‘The Rose and the Ring,’ and 
a toy throne to exhibit with my books 
on marionettes. The boy in the blue 
smock showed me how to work Gig- 
lio and is to give me another lesson 
when I call for the toys on March 23. 
For Atlanta Children. 

“There has recently been published 
‘The Tony Sarg Book of Marioneettes,’ 
which tells how to make and operate 
u marionette theater. It gives two 
plays suitable for marionette per- 
foriaance and tells how some of the 
puppet tricks are done. The children 
up here simply love it, and I’ve won- 
dered if it would not be ifiteresting 
to Atlanta children who have a love 
tor dramatics and some ability to 
construct? Many of them have seen 
Tony's dolls in action, so to them it 
would be just that much more enter- 
taining. . 

“Wher I spoke to Mr. Sarg of his 
marionettes in Atlanta he asked, ‘And 
how did they behave down there?’ 
‘Quite beautifully,” I told him, but 
had to add, ‘In spite of their setting 
in § theater unsuited for such per- 
formances, Next year we shall have 
an auditorium at the Woman’s club 
which ought to be just the place for 
them to act.’ 

“IT have a clipping of the little 
theater in Atianta. Who knows? We 
may have a real little playhouse some- 
time in the future. Have there been 
any startling developments? 

“The subject is so fascinating that 
it lures me from the library, but I 
always seem to come back, for all 
roads lead to the library! And my 
present work is even more interesting 
than I had thought it would be.”

“T have great hope in your project,

“The comparative proximity of your 
cities is very much of an advantage, 
contrary to geographic conditions in 
my part of the world—Texas—where 
distances are so great. In the north- 
eastern, the middle Atlantic states and 
the middle west, the success of your 
venture would, I am sure, be very 
guickly duplicated. 

“I am glad to see that some of the 
most authoritative musical magazines 
have editorially boosted the plan. The 
anly reasonable objection I have heard 
jies in the cost of transportation, and 
yet this would be inconsiderable be- 
tween Atlanta and Birmingham or 
Birmingham and New Orleans, in com~ 
yarison with the big jumps the New 
York Philharmonic makes on its tours, 
which extend even to Texas, with St.

The Cincinnati orchestra or the Phil- 
harmonic has to have a guarantee from 
any city in-which it plays. How 
much more wo.derful would it be to 
guarantee your own orchestra and 
have it your own! With three cities 
uividing the cost of guarantee and 
after a while other cities clamoring 
to be included, it is by no means im- 
possible. 

“My great hope is that this section, 
which is growing by leaps and bounds 
in its patronage and appreciation of 


‘good music, will be the first to take 


this great forward step in the reali- 
zation of intercommunity music, es- 
pecially when the form of the new 
music would be the symphony orches- 
tra, that greatest educational institu- 
tion in music, and that greatest de- 
light to the music lover. 

“If you could organize and guar- 
antee your orchestra in time for the 
national biennial of music clubs, 
which. is to be held in Asheville in 
June, 1923, it would be a tremendous 
impulse to the development and ex- 
ploitation of your section, for the na- 
tional federation brings together the 
most conspicuous musicians, music 
club leaders, newspaper critics. and 
magazine writers in the country, and 
they are all on tiptoe for some new 


ideas. 
Credits for Music. 


“Music as a part of the curriculum 
in the schools, with--eredits also for 
musie study done outside the schools, 
is the principal aim at present of the 
national federation,” continued Mrs. 
Lyons, when she was asked about fed- 
«Yation purposes. 

“You know how it is now. The 
music teacher is constantly disgrun- 
tled, because school studies take the 
vhild’s time too much -from music 
study, and, the teacher in the school 
begrudges the hours of practice, the 
music teacher demands. 
He 
must hear the complaints of both, and 
yet he has no remedy. Recognition 
of music as a part of a child’s edu- 
cation and music credits would save 
the situation, because with the nec- 
essary recognition for certain hours 
of music study the school program 
would be arranged accordingly. In 
Berkeley, Cal., where, as you proba- 
bly know, there is a particularly pro- 
gressive public school system, the 
school children allowed to take 
lessons from teachers. who come 
to the schools for the _ pur- 
pose, and such arrangements. are 
made with the music teachers that the 
child can secure excellent instruction 
for as little as 25 cents an hour.” 

Mrs. Lyons’ visit to Atlanta follow- 
ed upon her attendance on state con- 
ventions in North and South Caro- 
‘ina, Georgia and Florida, in all of 
which states a tremendous progress 
ig being made in music club organi- 
gation and extension of the activities 
of these clubs. 

She is devoting her entire time to 
the advancement of the interests of 
the federation and they are the best 
interests of music. During her visit 
in the south she made an impression 
of intelligence, tact, executive ability 
and enthusiasm, a combination which 
is proving a splendid impetus to the 
work she heads. 

Mrs. Lyons and Miss Nan Stephens 
are now in Nashville in attendance 
cn the board meeting of the National 
Federation of Music clubs, and the 
national conference of school super- 
visors of music.

' The ratification by the United 


States senate of the four-power 
treaty, which is the most construc- 
tive accomplishment of the recent 
international conference for the 
limitation of armament, marks the 
most advanced step yet taken to- 
ward the future peace of the 
world. 

“There may be wars again—pos- 
Sibly there will be! But-every stu- 
dent of iriternational affairs adimts 
that the greatest menace to the 
amity of the major nations of the 
world has heretofore been the 
interlocked insular possessions in 
the Pacific. 

_ _ An agreement between those 
powers that are most directly in- 
tersted in these possessions to re- 
spect each others’ rights, and to 
gather at a friendly conference ta- 
bie to adjust real or fancied dif- 
ferences rather than to impulsively 
appeal to arms, is necessarily a for- 
ward step toward international 
peace—and the world is praying 
for a peace that shall be perma- 
nent and everlasting. 

-The treaty of Versailles sought 
to do what the four-power treaty 
‘now agrees to do; and a great deal 


‘more. It contained the signatories 


of all the major and minor powers 
of the world, among the victors 
and neutrals of war, and had that 
treaty been ratified by the senate 
there would have been no occasion 
for the disarmament conference, 
and no eccasiow for any further 
peace contracts among nations.

By reason of his financial stand- 
ing and propinquity to the Carne- 
gie millions, young Miller, with his 
recognized ability as an engineer, 
might have accepted one of any 
number of. opportunities open to 
him by which to have entered “big 
business” and gained power, pres- 
tige, prominence and wealth. 

But he says he wants to do that 
which will be of greatest service 
to the country and his fellow. man,

has not reeeived the attention to 
which its pdssibflities {n this state 
entitle it. 
» A writer in The Florida Metropo- 
lis said recently that “the north- 
ern part of Florida in particular is 
adapted to sheep raising;” which 
is true, but it is also true that the 
entire state of Georgia, the north- 
ern as well as the southern part, 
is peculiarly adapted to the sheep 
possessing’ advantages 
which make this state potentially, 
as a western sheepman has ex- 
pressed-it, “a sheep paradise.” 

The Metropolis , commentator 
truthfully described sheep as being 
“the best, most quiet, peacéable, 
industrious and profitable laborers, 
that neatly double their number 
annually, demand no wages, dé not

OUR GRAIN SHORTAGE. 

According to statistics presented 
elsewhere in The Constitution to- 
}day by Martin V. Calvin, statisti- 
cian of the state department of 
agriculture, Georgia is not.. even 
approximately measuring up to its 
requirements in the production of 
grain crops. 

For instance, he says that during 
the last ten years this state pro- 
duced an annual average of 69,- 
975,000 bushels of corn and 8,652,- 
000 bushels of oats, or am average 
of 78,627,000 bushels of both crops 
combined; whereas, we needed 
176,066,000 bushels of both each 
year. Thus our average annual 
deficit has been 97,439,000 bushels 
of corn and oats, to supply which 
we have depended upon other 
states. 


In other words, not only have 
we been improving meats that we 
should have produced ourselves, 
but we have failed even to produce 
enough feed grain to supply the 
demand of the meat animals that

,| Were grown in Georgia! 
*Mr. Calvin show how this con- | 


dition can easily be remedied: 
First, by increasing our acreage 
devoted to food and feed crops; 
second, by the application of mod- 
ern, intensive farming methods 
whereby to increase the per-acre 
yield. 


We could, he says, “increase our 
corn acreage from. 4,665,000 acres 
to 6,000,000, and increase our gen- 
eral average yield per acre from 15 
to 25 bushels; and our oat acreage 
from 412,000 acres to 600,000 acres, 
and the general average yield per 
acre from 21 bushels to 23.7 
bushels.” ) 

All that is required to bring 
about such yield increases is good 
farming—careful, scientific seed 
selection and cultivation in accord- 
ance with the modern principles of 
crop rotation, diversification and 
intensification. . 

It is mainly upon the production 
of live stock and food and feed 
crops that Georgia farmers must 
in the future depend for their prof- 
its, rather than upon cotton. 

‘The aim of the farmers of Geor- 
gia should be to get as far away 
from the old-time one-crop system 
as possible-—-which has been made 
compulsory by the boll weevil—and 
Mr. Calvin has suggested the way 
to do it. |

LIBRARY LITERARY NOTES | 


PICTORIAL CULTURE WITHOUT PICTURES 


By Frances Newman; of the Carnegie Library 


Since exhibitions of pictures are not 
held merely for the pleasure that pure 
contemplation may afford the behold- 
ers any more than handkerchiefs are 
exhibited in Christmas bazaars for 
purely aesthetic purposes, it seems 
extremely probable that dwellers in 
Atlanta will see pictures only when 
they are not.in Atlanta unless we 
méend out ways. The recent discov- 
ery that Edward Hutton’s edition of 
Crowe and Cavalcasselle’s monumental 
“History of Painting in Llialy from 
the Second to the Sixteenth Century” 
had ldin in state for four years on 
its propér: library ‘shélf without once 
having an airing, that Bernhard Be- 
renson’s collected essays on “The 
Study and Criticism of Italian Paint- 
ing,” imported from England with. 
some difficulty and expense not neg- 


Jigible even in pounds and shillings, 
bad suffered similarly innocuous des- 


suetude for two years, porate again 
to an excuse for the petiodic remark 
that we are interested in music be- 
cause we have music, in literature be- 
cause we are blessed with this excel- 
lent library, and not interested in 
pictures and statues because we have 
no art gallery, very few passing ex- 
hibitions and scarcely so much as a 


‘monunient to bless ourstlves with. 


Whether books can create an inter- 
est in paintings on whether they must 
stand and wait until paintings come 
to create an interest in books, is, un- 
happily, not doubtfyl—there is the 
precedent of the musical essays.

No matter how familiar we may be, 


with a phrase from a foregn lan- 
guage, in its use there is always a 
slight concealment of the meaning. 
The very fact that there must be a 
co , or even unconscious, rt 
to translate the: phrase back into the 
more familiar words of one’s own 
tengue, makes it a sort of mental 
shock absorber, relieving one of the 
full force of its meaning. When we 
say that one is particeps criminis,” 
there is not the shock which comes 
with the accusation that he is a part- 
ner of criminals. In the mere proc- 
eas of translation there is a modifi- 
cation or explanaton, which carries 
the impression of a defense or apolo- 
gy. He is not exactly the criminal 
—he is a party to, or a participant— 
or before you know it, you are sym- 
pathizing with him as the victim of 
ihe crme. ; 


I have been thinking about this Mr. 
Particeps, who clothes himself in a 
Latin “disguise, and have determined 
if possible to find out just who he 
is, and just what is the nature of his 
partnership with criminals. This seems 
tu me worth while, because one thing 
is certain, there are a great many 
more of these so-called “partners” 
than there are of those who are des- 
ignated as the “criminals,” 


Speaking in a general way. for one 
can’t cover with accuracy the almost 
\imitless variety of people who come 
under this designation, the partner to 
a crime is one who participates in the 
profits, or benefits of the crime, though 
he does not actually commit the deed. 
For this reason he does not run the 
same risk of detection, nor is he lia- 
ble to as severe punishment. And yet 
quite often he is the iastigator, the 
tempter, or at jeast the inspiration of 
the crime. Usually, too, he is intel- 
lectually, financially and socially su- 
perior to the so-called “criminal.” 

But when we raise the question of 
moral values, the case seems to me 
quite different. One is struck with an 
clement of cowardice, either conscious 
vr unconscious, in the ‘“particeps,” 
which is not usuaily shown by the 
man who commits the deed. He is 
usually hiding behind the criminal. In 
gothe ways he pays the criminal to run 
the risk, and sometimes walks away 
free and respectable ws the prison 

r eloses on his Bertner There 
may be “honor amo thieves,” but 
chere is very little among partners of 
thieves. As I have said, he is usually 
the source of crime, the one for whom 
the crime is committed, whether wit- 
tingly or unwittingly. Therefore we 
must face the truth, that the partner 
of the crime is a more dangerous en- 
emy to society than the criminal, and 
that it is impossible to decrease or 
stop crime, unless you Cah in some 
effective way reach the source. 


Illustrating a Principle. 


I can think of no better illustration 
of the principles I am trying to state 
than the “bootlegge.,”* his backers and 
his patrons. Of. course in this dra- 
matis personae the bootiegger is the 
criminal, while those who finance him 
and those who “uy from him are both 
particeps criminis. Or in terms of 
the English language, they are the 
partners of the criminal, And no mat- 
ter how harsh it may sound, those who 
buy intoxicating liquors anywhere in 
ihe United States today must face the 
moral indictment, that they are the 
primary source of all the crimes trace- 


able to the bootlegging business. Next 


in this casual chain of moral respon- 
sibility come those who furnish the 
money to finance this nefarious busi- 
ness, | 
_Leaving out for the moment all con- 
sideration of the de:eterious effects of 
the drinking of intoxicating liquors, 


let any thoughtful man face the vi-' 


cious effects of this illegal business 
upon our social and political life and 


) ae must see that 


frew government and 
civil order itself is being put in jeop- 
ardy. ‘This business calls for men of — 
.he most desperate temperament, who — 
care nothing tor the sacredness of 
law, the preservation of social order 
or the safety of life. They have proven 
over and over again that they will 
sacrifice all of these priceless values 
m the prosecution of their trade. The 
financial profits which they gain en- 
ables them to fadulge all of their baser 
tastes, while the active protection 
which they receive from their back- 
ors, and the passive protection §iven 
by their patrons, renders them increas- 
ingly fearless in their defiance of a 
well-nigh helpless society. 
An Indictment. 


It would be difficult to exagg?rate 
the baneful influeuce of this illegal 
traffic upon the general morale of our 
people. Lawlessness is a &pirit—an 
attitude toward organized society. 
Democratic civilization can never be 
builded upon force. It depends for 
its highest success upon an enlightened 
and self-controlied citizenship. Hav- 
ing created a government and dele- 
gated ‘o it authority, such a citizen- , 
ship recognizes that within the care 
of that governmental authority is en- 
trusted the precious possessions of its 
safety and freedom. So the authority 
«f democratic government depends for 
its final force upon the respect and 
loyalty of its citizens. It is this re- 
spect for and loyalty to our own gov- 
ernment which this bootlegging busi- 
ness is rapidly destroying. Courts and 

lice are feeling this. pernicious in- 

uence. We are making a huge joke 
of our government and the world is 
joining in the laughter. 

Therefore we are forced to indict 
the bootlegger as the most dahgerous 
criminal of modern times. But the 
moment we have done this, a clear- 
sighted honesty will compel us to in- 
dict his patrons as particeps crim- 
inis. It is so obvious it scarcely needs 
to be stated, that if you could with- 
draw the patronage given this traffic 
by the respectable citizens of the na- 
tion it would instantly cease to be a 
business, and me a petty criminal 
trade whieh could be handled by the 
regular police. 

Lack of Moral Imagination. 

Twenty-five years ago we were all 
wearing clothing made at the expense 
of the bodies, minds and characters 
of men, women and children impris- 
oned in the sweat shops of our great 
cities. Fearless advocates of human 
rights indicted us as being particeps 
criminis to the slow murder of these 
helpless people. As a nation we plead- 
ed guilty, and to a large extent we 
have righted this great wrong. We 
refused to dress at such a fearful cost 
to human responsibility. Is it lack 
of moral sensibility or lack of im- 
egination which renders our people to- 
day blind to the cost of their social 
parties? If the average citizen would 
pause as he lifts his glass to bis lips, 
and ask how that liquor came to him, 
I have faith enough in the moral in- 
tegrity of our people to believe he 
would never drink it. He is a partner 
of criminals, who run over women and 
children, as their liquor cars dash 
over the highways from seacoast or 
mountains, to fulfill his demands. He 
is a partner of murderers who kil! 
sheriffs and potice when they attempt 
to stop them in their illegal acts. He 
is a partner of those who make a 
mockery of good government, and is 
helping to sow broadcast in this coun- 
try the seeds of anarchy. 

The bootlegger at least displays in

of brutal courage. Not so the women 
and mén who sip, in silly intoxication, 
fhe liquors broughi to them at the 
risk of the lives of others.

Y cicatani’s Life Hangs by Fiber 


How political and economic changes 
in one country often depend upon con- 
ditions in a distant land are brought 


out in a bulletin issued from the 
Washington, D. C., headquarters of 
the National Geographic society on 
Yucatan, which dispatches from Mex- 
ico describe as now being “a little 
Russia.” 
' “The story of Yucatan in recent 
times,” says the bulletin, “is the story 
of henequen fiber. Offhand that 
doesn’t seem to affect the average 
American to any great exent. But it 
does affect him every time he buys 
a loaf of bread. The story might bé 
framed like that of the house that 
Jack built. Henequen means reason- 
ably cheap and plentiful binder twine; 
binder twine makes possible the tse 
of harvesting machines; harvesters 
cheapen grain production; cheap grain 
means cheap b ; amd so henequen 
—and arid Yucatan—play important 
parts in feeding America and the 
world. 
Wealth From American Farmer. 
“The other side of the story—the 
rapid development of the henequen in- 
dustry and the pouring of wealth into 
Yucatan—chiefly from the grain belt 
of North America—undoubtedly play- 
ed its part in swinging the political 
pendulum from extreme feudalism to a 
closé approach to socialism. 
“Henequen, which is a sort of cac- 
tus not unlike the century plant or 
the ‘pulque cactus’ in appearance, 
had been grown in Yucatan since pre- 
historic times and its fiber was used 
in local plantation and village in- 
dustries. But there was no outside 
market of considerable magnitude for 
the fiber until the increasing use of 
harvesting machinery in the United 
States created a demand for large 
quantities of binder twine. . 
America’s Land of Feudalism. 
“Before what may be called ‘the 
henequen era’ in Yucatan a traveler 
in the country might have imagined 
—with a few concessions to race and 
climate—that he was in the heart 
of Europe's old f of 
the principal land owners had truly 
baronial estates through which one 
could travel for days. On the most 
extensive estates were scattered half

lack of surface water and the fact that 
hardly any food crops can He grown 
on much of Yucatan’s poor soil made 
it practically impossible for the peons 
to exist except under the wings of the 
great landholders, 


Peonage Through Waterworks. 

“The latter constructed capacious 
reservoirs at their haciendas in which 
enough water was stored during the 
rainy season’to supply all their re- 
tainers through the six months’ dry 
period. The situation was helped out, 
too, by the cenotes, the unique ‘water 
holes’ of Yucatan, apparently formed 
by a falling in of the roofs of subter- 
ranean lakes. In most cases these 
queer natural reservoirs were owned 
by the landed proprietors. 

“Toward the close of the nineteenth 
century henequen production shou!- 
dered out cattle production from the 
place of first importance, and before 
many years the fiber dominated the 
life.of the country. The old feudal 
system remained largely unchanged, 
however, and the landowners became 
extremely wealthy. ut some of the 
prosperity simvtta bly filaéney down to 
a growing middle class and even to 
the plantation laborers, and soon .Yuc- 
atan gave indications of a political 


Yn unknown tn the older feudal

Super-Prosperity From War. 

“When the world war came. pros- 
perity reached its peak. in Yucatan 
with henequen fiber sélling for as 
much as 19 cents a pound. The few 
landowners were no longer able to 
dominate the state government and 
the laborers and their friends who 
gained control reshaped the entire 
scheme of thin Wages of workers 
were fixed by legislation ‘at $5.25 to 
$24 (in United States money) in 
each 8 hours.

POLITICAL CRISIS 
IN ENGLAND. 

Secondly, the political crisis in 
Great Britain grows worse instead of 
better. Lloyd George is manifestly 
losing strength; perhaps even before 
this article is printed he will have re- 
tired. But Genoa is the invention of 
Lioyd George—it had no other real 
friend in any government, and it rep- 
resented the fina] effort for redress 
on his home front by success in a 
foreign field. The idea of meeting the 
bolshevists, dear to his heart, is re- 
pulsive to that of a majority of the 
Tories, which must take office if he 
disappears—and if he goes what will 
the Tories do? 

Then thére is France, néver fayor- 
able to the Genoa idea, committed. to 
it by Briand, but having overthrown 
Briand because of Genoa—and golf. 
Today after many hesitations M. 
Poin permits it to be known that 
he not go. More, it is suggested 
that France send no figure of im- 
portance, no political leader, only 
financial experts. Thus if any at- 
tempt is made to turn the conference 
into a politica) affair, France is out 
of it, because she will have only finan- 
cial experts present. 

‘ Underlying all else in the French 
position is hostility to meeting the 
bolshevists. No Frenchman can un- 
derstand the curious Lloyd Georgian 
idea which from Prinkipo to Genoa 
has remained constant, a desire to 
get_at close grips around the same 
table with the Red Russian revolu- 
tionists. On the Russian question, 
Ffance and the United States are 
quite close together; so are the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain, save for 
a certain red fringe. But Lloyd George 
has so far overborne British opinion. 

Thus with Genoa in abeyance and 
acute political questions uppermost 
everywhere, it is impossible to do

BRIAND’S INFLUENCE 
Is FAILING. 

As has turned out, however, Bri- 
and’s strategy has not been in the least 
successful. In recent weeks Briand’s 
influence and popularity have de- 
clined very greatly. More and more 
the failure of France at Washington 
is being appreciated in France and 
the responsibility for failure is being 
charged to Brand. His were fatal 
miscalculations, Despite all warnings, 
he went to America convinced that so 
tense was the Anglo-American ssit- 
uation that he could play the role of 
arbitrator. Instead he played—or his 
country played—the part of the vic- 
tim, or, more exactly, instead of being 


the hero of the piece, France was the 
villain. This fact is being slowly 
grasped in French political circles, ~ 

Briand then ceased to be a present 
or even potential menace to Poin- 
care, and aside from Briand he had 
no serious rival. But Poincare’s 
strength by no means lies in Briand’s 
weakness alone. It is not in the least 
negative. Briand’s star has set, but 
as one Englishman told me at the; 
foreign office when Poincare was 
primie tminister, the ‘French chambre 
had wanted him for ny months 
and, having got him, the cha 
satisfied for the first time. Allow- 
ing for accidents, which play a great 
part’in French ministries, the Pon- 
care mnistry would seem assured a 
long lease of power. 

Now there was a second American 
concept which seems today maccurate. 
To the American mind Poincare rep- 
resented extreme French militarism, 
Chauvinism. He was mt on the 
exponent of the old German idea of 
force but he was the incarnation of 
the idea of old-fashioned secret diplo- 
macy. Yet this same Poincare has .in 
recent days adopted the method of 
President Harding : : 
Hughes, and subjected himself to the 
correspondents, which means little 
less: than a revolution, for anyone 
who knew the old Quai W’Orsay. 

The impression of Poincare, as a 
swashbuckling. militaristic kind of 


currency in the United States—is one 
of the oddest cases of misapprehen- 
sion in the world. In reality Poin- 
care is a slow, precise, plodding man, 
with little gift for eloquence or power 
in enlisting personal support. He is 
intelligent, has a markedly legal mind, 
but has a coldness which, with many 
other characteristics, makes one cdém- 
pare him with Mr. Hughes. At least 
he is not more militaristic than our 
seéretary of state and is perhaps less 
militant. 


FRENCH REALIZING 
AMERICAN SENTIMENT. 


Now the most interesting fact in 
the present situation in France is the 
extent -to which Poincare . and his 
fellow countrymen in and out of 
public life aré becoming uncomfort- 
ably aware of the trend of American 
sentiment toward France. If there 
were any doubt as to the real intelli-

At the moment as a diréct conse- 
quence of the Washintgon episode 
there is going on in the Chambre des 
Deputies a very interesting campaign 
for reduction of military service 10 
one year.

That Germany means at no distant 
time, not poe than twelve yeurs, 
when the plebiscite of the Sarre will 
take place, to conduct a war of re- 
venge upon France, remains a settled 
conviction. France  believes—how 
often one hears this phrase—that she 
knows Germany better than the Anglo- 
Saxon from much closer and more 
intimate relations. She no - longer 
eels certain eithér .of British or 
American aid in the case of a new 
German attack, therefore her army 
has for her a very precise meaning. 
Her problem is a minimum compatible 
with her o security, but it is 
worthy of note that Washington seems 
s bringing 
down the estimate to an irreducible 
minimum. 

NAVAL POLICY ° 


OF FRANCE. | 


_ On the naval side the French policy 
4s really dominated by the same issue. 
What France feels the need.of is just 
strength to\ igsure 
that she is able to bring from North 
Africa those troops which are an 
essential circumstagce of her home 
defense. One hears much of biack 
troops but it is less often appreciated 
that France has upwards of twelve 
millions of white subjects in North 
Africa, more than a million of whom 
are of pure European extraction. , 


Now the French naval program for 
1922-23 calls for the construction of 
two 8,000-ton cruisers, three destroy- 
ers, twe:ve submarines. It certainly 
would oe difficult to imagine a more 
modest program and even this will not 
all be charged to the budget ‘of one 
year. since this is the real measure 
of French naval possibilities, nothing 
could be more foolish than a policy 
euch as France followed at Washing- 
ton, and today one hears the confes- 
sion made of this fact on many sides. 


The truth is that French financial 
ruin is due, not to military or naval 
expenses, but to the reparations> 
France has spent almost uncounted 
billions getting her devastated areas 
back to production. She has advanced 
this money against ultimate: German 
repayment. If Germany does not re- 
pay she will be bankrupt, even if she 
reduces her defensive expenditures. to 
next f> nothing. Ten per cen 
think, »f the French budget goes for 
defence. but much more than half 
for reconstruction. ’ 

Reading about the French policy 
and Eucopean events from a distance, 
one might easily gather the notion 
that there was profdund military’ emo- 
tion in France and Chauvinism of 
great’ proportions. -At close hand, of 
course, it is clear that there is noth- 
ing of the sort. American notions of 
France at the current moment, how- 
ever inexact they may seem to F'rench- 
men, ace even more incomprehensible 
to Americans living in France and 
keeping in téuch with current French 
thought. 

By contrast with Great Britain, 
French. political conditions are very 
serene also in industrial and economic 


“fields. and for that matter.in the agri- 


cultura. department. While Great 
Britain has 2,000,000 unemployed, 
France literally suffers from lack of 
hands. But underneath the profound 
anxiety creatéd by recent American 
actions—is the spirit toward France 
which they seem to disclose. 


What France actually did at the 
American conference at Washington 
and how the United States officially 
and: unofficially resents this is very 
tittle understood. Instead the Ameri- 
can pulicy s a purely mercenary 
attempt to collect debts from an im- 
voverished, crippled debtor. Hf there 
is still a wide area of continuing ap- 
preciation of old kindnesses on the 
part of the United States, it-is not 
less clear that there is growing resent- 
ment 2¢ what seems to the French-, 
man ungenerous and perhaps a little 
cruel treatment. é 3,

When Joe Corbin Joined the Fighting Gamecocks, He 


'OE CORBIN might have expect- 
bi ed it. Long before he joined 
the Gamecocks he knew the gen- 
eral reputation of that hard-bit- 
ten aggregation of talent. Every 
baseball fan in the country knew 
| them for a team of hard hitters, 

lightning fielders, quick thinkers, 
desperate fighters and absolutely incur- 
able baseball “crabs.” Every man on that 
club -was picked for brilliant ability in 
some certain line, from Ryan, the second 
baseman, who ted in the batting order be- 
cause of his justly celebrated specialty of 
“laying one down” in front of the plate 
and beating it to first base, to Harrigan 
at third, who could not hit at all, but could 
talk to. an opposing pitcher in such a man- 
ner as to make him seé red and ae all 
idea of the general direction of 

the home plate. 

- The men. of. the. Gamecocks 
were specialists, welded by a base- 
ball genius into thé snappiest, 
screppiest collection of fence 
breakers, umpire baiters arid ‘goat 
getters in professional baseball. 

~The Gamecocks were fifteen 

years ahead of their time, They 
revolutionized the baseball of 
their day, proved the fallacy of 
the hit-’em-on-the-nose-and-ftake-a- 
chance style of play, and intro- 
ducei. the thing we now Know 
as “inside baseball.” Other league 
teams which could hit found them- 
selves outguessed, outfigured and 
ouigeneraled by the Gamecocks 
—literally played oft their feet by 
a new and baffling style which 
they were powerless to antici- 
pate. The Gamecocks transform- 
ed baseball into an exact sciente . 
rathor than a game of skill min- 
gied with chance, 

Joe Corbin knew. something of:

The Gamecocks were the king 
pins of the prozession in: their 
day.

HE final decade of the last cen-,’ 


tury was a period that will al- 
ways stand out in the annals of 
American sOciety for its brilliant- 
ly staged weddings, 
It was the age of extravagance. 
It was the fashion to spend mon- 
ey. Nobody minded the cost. It 
was almost like the days of Louis XIV., 
who tore up the bills so that the poor 
people would not know what he was spend- 
ing for pleasure. ; 

Three of the most sensational weddings 
this country has ever known took place 
in that decade. Miss Anna Gould in 1895 
was married to Count “Boni” de Castel- 
lane; Miss Consuelo Vanderbilt became 
the Duchess of Marlborough in 1896; and 
Miss Corneia Martin, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Bradley Martin, in 1893 was married 
to the Earl of Craven. 

All of these young women had short 
eugagements, and the last two had not 
even been formally presented in society. 
Miss Martin was a mere child, being only 
16 years old. 

Miss Gould was one of the most sought- 
efter héiresses tn the country, and there 
ig no denying the fact that the fortune of 
$30,000,000 left by her father, Jay Gould, 
who died in 1893, and her own share in 
this of about $15,000,000, influenced some 
of the young suitors. She had had two 
real love affairs before going to Paris in 
1894. 3 
The first suitor was a young man in one 
of Mr. Frohman’s companies named Harry 
L. Woodruff: but George J. Gould, her 
brother and guardian, objected to this, 
- and. finally withdrew his. objection only 
when thé young man léft the stage and 
went to study law at Harvard. 

This infatuation blew over, and Miss 
Sould’s engagement was formally an- 
nounced to William H. Harriman, a young 
man of good family in New York society. 
In order to select her trousseau, Miss 
Gould went, in the spring of 1894, to Paris, 
chaperoned by Miss Fannie Reed, @ sister 
of Mrs. Patan Stevens of New York, whose 
daughter was Lady Paget of London. 

For some wnknown reason, Miss Gould’s 
engagement was broken, and there were 
rumors.of her engagement to Prince Fran- 
cis of Battenburg, related to the Queen of 
England, and Count Talleyrand-Perigord, 
of Paris. Upon returning to New York, 


she was soon courted by Count “Boni” de . 


Castellane. 
The count Was assiduous in his atten- 


tions. As one of the newspapers put it: 
“He daily carried a bunch of rare orch 

to his shrine, preferring that no hand but 
his should handle the blossoms.” Also: 
“He was one of the most daring of tke 
riders who followed the anise bag with 
Mr. P. F. Collier’s hounds while the lady 
of the Gould family followed the chase 
in a brake. This was at Lakewood, Mr. 
George Gould's country estate.

And 
thereby hangs a historical tale which 
earries us back nearly a hundred years. 

In 1828 surveys were made by the gov- 
ernment to find a way to eliminate Mus- 
cle Shoals as a hindrance to navigation.

O PROTECT furs from moths 
shake and brush well and expose 
to the direet sunshine in the 
open air: Wrap each piece sepa- 

bed rately in wspaper, paste the 
ice a) Cages tightly, label it, and tay 

“a -2] it away in a drawer, chest or 

wooden box where the paper in 
which it is wrapped wil] mot be broken. 

Or to prevent accidental breaking of the 
wrappers, lay the packages In pasteboard 
or wooden boxes and seal the joints with 
newspaper and paste. Cedar chests, moth 
baliz and other repellants are not meces- 
sary if all moth, eggs and larvae are first 
removed and the furs are packed tight!y. 
Empty lard cans are excellent for pack- 
ing furs; they are Tight, tight and take 
up little room. Ordinary tin boxes or cake 
boxes are good, but they must be wrapped 
up in paper or have paper pasted over the 
joints. Large paper flour sacks are 6x- 
cellent. The tops may be pasted together, 
after the articles have been inserted. Or 
pasteboard boxes that are used by deal 
ers to deliver garments or art boxes lined 
with newspapers, 

Before packing, Gleam dark furs by heat- 
ing bran or oatmeal. Rub this thorough!y 
into the furs while warm. KRemeve by 
shaking and repeating if mecessary. Beat 
the furs with a piece of rubber-hose aud 
comb them with a steel comb. Clean white 
furs by laying them om a flat surface and 
rubbing them with bran moistened in 
‘warm water. Apply the bran yith a 
flannel, rnb until dry and afterwards apply 
dry bran. Shake clean and apply mag- 
nesia against the grain of the fur. Shake, 
beat and air before packing. 

To store bedding line a large dry goods 
goods box with several thicknesses of 


newspapers pasted smoothly on the inside 
or use one or more layers of tarred paper. 
Shake and air the articles, fold and pack 
them in this box and paste papers on the 
cover tn such a way that they will project 
several inches outside. Fold these edges 
downward and paste them te the sides 
of the box se as to make a tight joint and 
tack down the lid. 


ASH or dry clean ali woolen gar- 


ments before packing them away for 
the summer. Remove especially all grease 
spots, which are very attractive to moths, 
and by deeaying tend to injure the fabric. 
This takes time, but saves clothes and 
nioney. 


To pack clothes, wash, dry clean, shake 


and air. Button coats and waists; fill 
sleeves and waist with crushed newspapers. 
Place one upon another. Newspapers _pre- 
vent creases. In folding skirts and trous- 
ers place newspapers, not crushed, where 
tie fold comes and foid them inside the 
garments, Wrap closcly in newspapers 
saparate articles when folded and store 
in boxes, trunks or chests lined with news- 
papers.

.Wrap silk, linen and other delicate arti- 
cles im colored tissue paper. Chemicals 
used to bleach white paper will turn them 
yellow. Do not use hewspapers. 

“To prevent silks or woolen goods from 
tirning yellow when packed and stored, 
break up a few pieces of genuine white 
beeswax, fold loosely in- cheesecloth ard 
place among goeds. Wrap up the articies 
in old linen or cotton cloth. Do not use 
white paper; it will turn them yellow. 

Wash linen articles, rinse without biu- 
ing or starch and rough dry. 

Cover lace with powdered magnésia to 
prevent turning yellow. 


“To protect winter garments, such as 
snita, overcoats and the like left hanging 
‘in closets and wardrobes during the sum- 
mer months, place one or more snits and 
overcoats on a good clothes hanger and 
prepare a bag of un cotton or 
any old cotton cloth large enough to cover 
the whole while hanging in its natura) 
shape. Draw this up over the garments 
and tie at the top with a hard knot. 

Musty and other unpleasant odors in 
goods packed and stored may be prevent- 
ed by sprinkling charcoal in and about the 
articles and putting lumps of charcoal in 
the receptacle in which they are stored.

We had our own hard-worked printing 
plant, handling the considerable printing 
necessities of the commission, and issuing, 
for a time, a. daily summary. of informa- 
tion. -We had our own postoffices and 
postal service.* connected up with the 


‘army system, as well as with the postal 


service in America. We had a department 
of photography and of history to make 
the record of the work done We had a 
transportation section. Fifty-two army 
metor cars were set aside for the use of 
the commission; and, finally, we had our 
own American telephone and telegraph 
system quite independent from the French, 
connecting all the local offices in Paris 
and indeed reaching many cities in west- 
ern Europe. From any office in the Hotel 
Crillon it was possible at any time to call, 
by long distance American wires, London, 
Liverpool, Coblenz, Brest, Bordeaux and, 
later, Brussels. American girl operators 
had charge of the various centrals. A lead 
covered telephone circuit, ranning through 
the great conduits of Paris, built by the 
American service, connected President 
Wilson's house with the Hotel Crillon, en- 
abling the president to reach any commis- 


sioner or adviser upon short notice. There 


were American’ telegraph instruments 
clicking and American telephones ringing 


just behind the glass walls in the Hall of 


Mirrors of the ancient palace of Louis 
the XIV. at Versailles while the peace was 
being signed.

 Vailing here. 


“I think that it is a sgnificant com- 


Australians and South -Africans- 
upon their first arrival in the metropolis, 
immediately, and almost immediately, and 
almost invariably, complain of the ‘black- 
ness’ of our national puiidings, monuments 
and streets. ‘London is so dirty, dark 
and dull,’ they say in accord, and forth- 
with set out to make comparisons—sel- 
dom, by the Way, favorable—with clean, 
squarely planned Toronto; sunlit Sydney 
harbor and warm, brilliant Johannesburg. 

“Americans, too, are not without griey- 
ances. Nationally a pleasantly outspoken, 
down-right race, they do not hesitate to 
apply the criterion of New-York as their 
standard. of comparison. But their criti | 
cism of London goes below the surface; 
they are never content with externals. 
The glamor of New York nights has bred 


An them open revolt at the notorious drab- 


ness of the social life of post-war London, 
‘No evening gaiety, little relaxation, and 
a minimum of harmless amusement.’ And 
they bombard us with a veritable volley 
of questions to which there {s but one 
embarrassing reply.. And then they terse- 
ly say, “Well, Paris for me.’ 

“It must have been a different London, 
indeed, which inspired Mr. Richard Le 
Gallienne to pen his famous’ ballad: 


“*Ah, London! otr delight, 
Great flower that opens but.at nigh 
Great city of the midnight sun, 

» Whose day begins when day is done.’ ' 


“I think it might be wise for us, either 
as true-born Londoners or as true lovers 
of London, to examine any adverse Ccriti- 
cism of our city, to meet it where 
possible, and where it is deemed to be 
justified to try to ‘discover remedies which 
will be guarantees against its future repe- 
tition. It is not the comment in itself 
which is harmful; sound criticism is a 
constructive thing. It is when sarcastic 
criticism is confirmed into a positive boy- 
cott that the real harm arises. Undeniably 
that is what is at present happening in 
the ease of London. London js suffering 
from a serious tourist boycott. Now is 
the time to act if we are to attract the 
foreign tourist this year. 


6¢ A’ MERICANS and also travelers from 
our Dominions overseas, but most 
particularly Americans, are now very no- 


 ticeably omitting the British capital alto- 


gether-in their European ‘globe-trotting.’ 
Instead of disembarking at Southampton 


~and making London the starting point of 


their. continental journeying, they’ now 
leave their Atlantic liners at Cherbourg, 
go thence direct ‘to Paris, and enjoying 
the bizarre pleasures of the gay French 
capital, make it the center of their entire 
itinerary. :
